How Halleck Advanced with Great 


Deliberation, 


And How the ConTedei-ntes Enter- 


tained Him W&le They Were Get. 


tine Oat of the Way.

Corinth was one of the charnel-spots of the 


war. From the timejihe Confederates *rst 
occupied it until the last Federal left it tho 
spade of the grave digger never bad an Mle 
hour. ..The soldier who, tented- on its soil and 
drunk of its water faced death as surely as in 
battle-. Low, flat, its soil full of chills and its 
waters unfit even for,; horses to drink, Con- 
federate and Federal found it a graveyard as 
well as a strategic point. 
"Died at Corinth" 


s the legend on . hundreds and hundreds of 
loadstones in the national cemeteries, and 
'Died at Corinth" .'supplfes the epitaph ;of 
iundreds and hundreds 6t Confederates. 


Directly after tho'battle1 of Shilob, Boaure- 


jard retreated by slow and easy marches to 
Corinth and there • intrenched. It has been 
assortedfthat Halleck more than any other man 
was to bio me for getting Grant into o position 
to be annihilated,' oiid'it is certain that directly 
after tho battle he made no secret of his per- 
sonal-hostility. 
Be at once.proceeded to 


Bhiloh and took command of the army in 
»rsou,1. and in, reorganjrinfe it ho took caro 
<)*.htutiiliate Grant'by virtually depriving 
unroof bia(rank, iGrant's own immadiato 
command was'divided^o'nd sandwiched until 
le'^ould not find it,inoV was he consulted in 
regard to its disposition. 


It"was the last dayVof April before Hallock 


and his grand? army (of upwards of 80,000 
men were ready to I move on Corinth, and 
in the interval heltopk due care to keep tha 
nation on the watch for tho end of the rebel- 
lion. 


PICK AND SPADE. 


While Halleck's, proclamations and dis- 


mtches carried tho: idea that ho meant to 
walk right over Bcaurcgard and into Corinth 
when he got storlxsd^lio had scarcely left tho 
Tennessee river behind when he began to in- 
rench. There is not to-day a single mile be- 
nvoon Shiloh and Corinth whore his old in- 
;ronchmonts cannot be found. Whenever 
his advance struck a'Confedorate picket and a 
dozen carbines werbjdischarged, tho orders 
wont back for spades and'picks. 


The army moved like a hobbled horse. Its 


average advance was not.half a mile a day. 
3orps and divisions,'and;brigades left one 
Ino of breastworksJx^advaneo and erect an- 
other, and had"Corinth!been;twenty miles 
further away, Hallecklwould have been all 
summer reaching it. From tho Sd to the 21st 
of 'May,' Halledk advanced 1only, five miles, 
although the_ConfedafijB force on his whole 
army front h'ad'at no tlUje;numbered n, divi- 
sion. Every day he hflid'a dispatch for the 
northern press, and every, night he hugged 
hinintrenchmentsandSrouted'out tho whole 
army at every alarm from the picket-posts. 


BE'SIEGINO CORINTH. 


Bcnuregard had in and around Corinth a 


force not to exceed 45,000 men. His lines of 
works wore'erected for^temporary defense, 
and were not begun until after Halleck began 
moving.»The Federal works built three miles 
out of Corinth, and built in thirty-six hours. 
at that, wore far stronger than any erected 
to defend the city. 


And yet Halleck not only got it Into his 


hond that ho must lay siege to Corinth after 
tho regular fashion, but ho got such a train 
of siege guns on hand for' the purpose that 
half his army was worn out in getting tho 
monsters over the country and in "position. 
Beauregard had cause to dread a prompt and 
rapid advance of the Federal army, with a 
quick and vigorous rush upon some one point 
of his works, but there was no cause for 
alarm ovor Halleck's programme. 


DELAYING HALLEOK. 


That Uie great Federal army marching on 


Corinth would eventually arrive before it, 
and that its evacuation was only a question 
of time, must have been clear to tho Confed- 
erate commander, but yot, to delay the time 
as long as possible, ho delayed Halleck. Two 
of tho Confederate attacks made upon por- 
tions of the Federal army while on the march 
wore dignified as battles, although only a few 
brigades were brought into action. What- 
ever Beauregard did puzzled and delayed. 
Halleck and proved his incompeteney. None 
of his corps commanders could have com- 
mitted greater blunders, while Grant, Sher- 
man, 
or Thomas wore far more qualified to 


command the army aud push it ahead to 
victory. 


Outside of tho two attacks mentioned, the 


Confederates delayed Halleck by such skir- 
mishing as would have delayed-no one else. 
Whenever tho Federal advance struck a Con- 
federate picket which held its ground for any 
length'of time, whole brigades would be or- 
dered up, and if a scout came in with a re- 
port of a Confederate division in position on 
one of the roads, tho matter was serious 
enough for a council of generals. 


IN POSITION. 


On the 28th of May Halleck had fairly in- 


vested Corinth, and his siege guns were up 
and in position. Beauregard did not have 
an earthwork on his whole line that field 
artillery could not have battered down, nor 
was there one single point in his lino which 
was considered impregnable. It was pretty 
conclusively shown when the Federals finally 
occupied Corinth, that had Halleck massed 
on his right and attacked sharply he would 
have doubtless broken through. Indeed, a 
sudden dash by 10,000 men at any point on 
tho Confederate lino would have tried it so- 
veroly. 


Halleck neither massed for a sudden blow 


nor tried a sudden dash. Ho was going to 
besiege Beauregard, the same as if the Con- 
federate troops had been shut up in a walled 
city with no lino of retreat and no way to 
renew supplies of provisions. Having double 
the force of Beaurogard, behind intreuch- 
ments equally as strong, Halleck waited for 
attacks instead of making them, and for 
three or four days routed the army out upon 
the slightest pretext. On the 80th day of 
May he fully expected an attack all along 
his liues, and that without further excuse than 
heavy picket firing. 


EVACUATING COKINTB. 


Beauregard had known for days and weeks 


that he must fall back when Halleck moved 
up. The value of Corinth as a strategic 
point was not worth risking a battle in which 
he wonld be outnumbered, and must attack 
intrenched lines at that Therefore, on the 
last days of May orders were given for tho 
evacuation of the place. No point was over 
abandoned in a more orderly manner in the 
face of an enemy. 


Every infantry corps was ordered to move 


at a certain hour, by a certain road, to a 
certain rendezvous. Every baggage train 
hod its position assigned and was given a 
particular hour for leaving. Every ammu- 
nition train and battery knew its position in 
the line of retreat, the strength of its guard 
and the spot where it was to halt on the other 
side of the Tnscumbio, While four-fifths of 
the infantry were to begin the retreat at a 
certain hour, it was under such instructions 
that, had an attack been made by Halleck at 
any point during the night, every brigade 
would have wheeled about and marched back 
to the trenches without confusion, About

ilNClDENTS OJB'THE EVACUATION. 


Tlie whole history of tne war does not fur- 


nish another' mob cool and deliberate pro- 
ceeding as the evacuation of Cornith. Much 
of the Confederate line woe under fire. Hal- 
,ec!i was moving bodice of troops here and 
there, and his siege guns wore expected to 
open fire every moment, and yet the Confed- 
erate evacuation was Without hurry or ex- 
itomcnt. Beauregard had two railroads to 
send away stores by,' and he did -not leave 810 
worth of public property behind him. All 
lisguns, ammunition, tents, wagons, ambu- 
ancos, forage and ethor stores were sent off 
n safety. The orders to each corps, division,! 
Brigade and regiment were BO plain that mis- 
takes were impossible. 
, 


The programme must lie carried ont in tho 


face of a great army ready to spring at a, 
moment's notice. The Confederates, there- 
fore, resorted to Yankee cunning to conceal 
their movements. A balloon, not large 
enough to hold a man, but big enough to fool 
Bollock, was sent up on-tho -night of the evac- 
uation and hold suspended for: some hours. 
The glare of the camp-fires made the balloon 
plainly .visible to the Federals, and the 
unouut of iron and lead fired at it would 
have been a load for a freight car. 
. 
; 


' At stated intervals through the'night the' 
railroad locomotives at the depots 'blew 
whistles as if trains were arriving, and sol* 
diers detailed'for the purpose cheered tho "re- 
enforcements" BO vigorously that Halleck 
believed the 'whole southern Confederacy 
was massing in, Corinth.., 
. 
. : . 
. . ' 


Aoo.ther of the tricks] was. to keep the camp- 


fires Ijuming, and now and then send tip 
siftnatrockots and. open, picket-firing!' The. 
Federal picket 
line . was thus kept, dis- 


turbed and anxious, and Hallecfc was sorely 
puzzled to know w,hnt now. plan Beaurogard 
was carrying out. Worthless tents and am- 
munition and broken wagons were left ;as 
prizes, but whatever was of value, no matter 
what the trouble to move it, was moved. 
Several artesian wolla hod been bored in 
search of bettor water. Tho machinery of 
these was not only taken away, but the wells 
themselves destroyed. The programme oi 
evacuation was carefully, followed, and on 
she morning of the'SOth Halloqk had before 
turn only tho Confederate cavalry pickets. ' 


OPENING TSE SIEOE... 


At daylight on tho, morning of tho 30th, 


when Beaurcgard's arfjiy1' was miles away, 
Halleokopened.the siiigo.of Corinth. His 
groat guns roared, his army cheered, and 
round shot and shell pounded, at undefended 
earthworks.. Wheti ho .finally became satis- 
iled that Coruithhdd been evacuatedjhe rushed 
in, captured 400 citavaUJBjcents who had failed 
to move, as many 'old muskets, a few half- 
burned freight cars and disabled locomotives, 
and that was the end. 
: 


On the 4th of June Halleck recovered suf- 


ficiently to report that Pope had pushed 
Beauregard many miles, capturing 10,000 
prisoners, 15,000 stands of arms, twelve field- 
pieces, a train of wftgorS*, nine locomotives 
and many cars. 


Pope had nob captured 000 prisoners; ho 


had not even attacked Beauregard in force; 
he had not pressed him at all; he had not 
captured 800 muskets; nor a single field-piece, 
nor an army wagon. He' had captured some 
cars and disabled locomotives, but had him- 
self lost prisoners, and had abandoned many 
mules and wagons. 


Beaurogard deliberately withdrew to a new 


position at Tupelo, and Halleck left for tho 
cost to secure a grander field for his military 
ambition. He left no friends behind. Arro- 
gant and conceited, ho had perilled a cam- 
paign, disgusted a nation, and shown his ut- 
ter incompeteney every hour in the day. Had 
Hallock stuck,to the west it is doubtful.il' 
Grant, Sherman or Thomas would have even 
continued corps commanders. 


Stunner's Leave of the Senate. 


Boston Transcript. 


Mr. Hayden, lato chief engineer of tho 


United States senate, tells tho following 
story of tho last days of Charles Sumner: "I 
shall never forget the lost tune that Mr. 
Sumner was in the senate. 'I was sitting in 
my usual place when I saw him rise, take his 
hat and cane both in his right hand, as ho 
was often accustomed to do,", and start to 
leave the chamber. As bo rose from his scat 
he put his left hand quickly to his loft breast, 
ns if in pain, and seomod to press it hard, 
Then he stood, I should say for a full minute, 
casting his eyes around the entire range of 
tho galleries twice, as if looking for a famil- 
iar face. Ho then, standing there, deliberately 
surveyed tho whole senate, and then started 
for tho east door. As ho started he dropped 
his left hand from his left breast. As ho 
reached the east door ho once moro put his 
left hand to his breast with a quicker motion, 
and inclined his body slightly to tho right. 
Once moro he turned, and I can see tho wondor- 
full expression upon his face now. It turned 
first pole, deadly pale, then became a pearly 
gray. I should never have kuown the faco 
was that of Mi-. Sumner. There was upou it 
an expression of pain, but a deeper expres- 
sion of agonizing sorrow., Ho stood a few 
seconds in this position, surveyed onco moro 
tho wholo senate floor, straightened himself 
a little from his partly inclining position tb- 
ivard the righ't; and darted through the east- 
ern folding doors as if shot from a cannon. 
Ho never entered the senate chamber again. 
In two days he was dead. I could not ac- 
count for Mr. Sumner's strange conduct and 
that teirible .expression on his face, 
it 


haunted me. The next .day I learned that he 
was sick, aud the next that he was dead, arid 
it occurred to me in a moment that Mr.'Sum- 
ncr, as he stood there with his hand upon his 
breast, and surveyed tho senate chamber, 
juight have had a presentiment that look was 
the last which ho was ovor to give upon that 
body, and it was."

EDUCATIONAL. 


Some Points About tho Inaircute Bill of 


Interest to All Teacners. 


The lastitute bill, which became a law 


July 1st,reads as follows: 


The county superintendent shall in all 


cases, rtqnir* the payment of a fee of one 
dollar from every applicant for examina- 
;iou for a teacher's certificate; and for 
each renewal ot such a certificate, he shall 
require the payment of a fee of one dol- 
ar. All moneys so received, and the 
registration fees hereinafter provided for, 
ae shall transmit monthly to the county 
treasurer, to be by him held and designa- 
ted as tbe institute fund, and with the 
same, (ho county superintendent shall 
jive tlie treasurer a list of tbe names ot 
the per wns paying such fees. Said fund 
shall bo paid ont by the county treasurer, 
only niwn the order of the county super- 
intendent, and only to defray the expen- 
ses ot the teachers' institutes, which the 
county superintendent is by this section 
authorized to hold. The county superjn- 
tendent shall take vouchers for all pay- 
ments made out of the institute fund, and 
lie sbidl render an account of such dis- 
bursements with vouchers for the same 
to the county board at their regular meet- 
ing in September, annually. The county 
superintendent shall hold, annually, a 
teachers' institute, continuing in session 
not lef a than five days, for the instruction 
of teachers and those who may desire to 
teach, and with the concurrence ot the 
State Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, i-rocure auoh assistance as may be 
necessary to conduct the same at such 
time t» the schools in the county are gen- 
erally closed:' Provided, that two or more 
tdjoKiing counties nay hold an institute 
together. At every such institute instruc- 
tion .shall be free to such aa hold certifi- 
cates good in the county (or counties 
whero two or more join to hold an insti- 
tute) iu which the institute is held; but 
the county superintendent shall require 
all others attending, to pay to him a reg- 
istration fee of one dollar, except those 
who have paid an examination fee as re- 
quired by this act, and failed to receive a 
certilicate. 


It -trill be noticed that the above does 


not conflict with our annual institute, as 
adve-tieed. A two weeks' session will be 
held, BB already announced. 


Al»out sixty teachers have hired for the 


fall iind winter term. The wages seem to 
be alioiit the same aa last year. 


Boards of directors are still auger for 


gootl teachers, and very reluctantly en- 
gage medium or iiulillerent ones. 


Lut the teachers who did not give sat- 


isfaction step down and ont. The people 
will be harder to pleaae this winter Hum 
ever before. The people are unwilling to 
pay taxes for poor schools. 


A ad still the book agent mixes the texts 


moia and more , thus putting almost in- 
surmountable obstacles in the way of B 
teller classification anil a better grading 
in onr rural schools. If directors and 
school officers would but study this mat- 
ter a little they would refuse to introduce 
new books until u complete uniformity 
can be effected. If the school boards wiil 
not be in too much hurry a uniformity 
can soon be brought about without 
scarcely any cost Book publishers will 
cheerfully pay the people the amount 
which they pay their agents for introduc- 
ing- nfcw books. They pay agents from 
$1400 to $8,000 per year for driving over 
tho county and mixing np our texts, and 
if I his be eut from the exchange prlbe tbe 
people would Rot their uniformity free of 
co::t. Why pay the utjent tliin in an (a- 
tortioiiate exchange, price? it ugeute 
always put iu better books than those 
usi'd there might be some excuse for this 
folly; but they ouly do this in special 
canes. No publishing firm in existence 
put uniformly Iwtter books in the market 
tli an other firuw. Lot us select tho beet 
from ail tins lirm«, lianisii the ugeut from 
our county imd gvt our books free of 
eiohauffe. Tho people are entitled to all 
tbat tbe ageut gets and onght not to pay 
a premium on making this confusion 
worse and worse.

In short, will 
they enforce the same regulations against 
polygamy that the commission is intrusted 
with carrying out? That -the future will 
have to decide. When it comes to a con- 
struction of the law HS to who constituted 
polygamous persons, the commission were 
compelled to give the language its broadest 
sense, and regard as 
polygamists, and

at all—everyone who had 
lived 
and 


cohabited with more than one 
living and

the polyeamlats would have put away all 
but one wile, and appeared with a cl»im of 
monogamy. When I left we received re- 
turns from all tlie polling phtces, and had 
appointed Judges, three to each precinct, 
in nil the twenty-four 
counties, or be- 


tween WOorfiflOin all. The next Legisla- 
ture must be elected by monogamists, and 
none of Us members can, under the law. be 
polygamints. under the above construction 
of the meaning of the word in the Edmunds 
bill. We have personally been treated very 
•civilly by the 
Cientiles 
and 
Mormons, 


though, of course, the .subject of much 
criticism, the latter claiming that the law 
was an infringement upon their Territorial 
»uil personal rights, and that we liud not 
enforced the law properly anyhow, and

same day, I met Gen. Henry L. Burnett, 
well known in Ohio. I asked him about the 
law.

Washington Letter. 


At the time of. the execution of Guiteau for 


the assassination of President Garfleld it will 
be remembered that the assassin invoked and 
prophesied dire vengeance on all concerned in 
his prosecution, persons who indulge iu su- 
perstitions find coiisiderable to support them 
in the fatality which appears to have fol 
lowed Guiteau'a denunciation. For the six- 
teenth time since the trial closed a participant 
in it has met with bad luck, and this time it 
is Micheal Sheehan, one of the jurors:

Surgeon General Barue* died; Judge Porter, 
one of the government counsel, is in'poor 
health; Marshal Henry, Bailiffs Stahland 
Percy Carson, Van Driver Leonard and De- 
tective McElfresh were forced out of the 
service; Dr. Noble Young, Guiteau's jail 
physician, died; Rev. W. W. Hicks, the as- 
sassin's spiritual adviser, is plaintiff in a libel 
suit growing out of the famous case; Dr. Gray, 
an insanity expert at tbe trial, was shot by a 
lunatic at the Utiea, H. Y., asylum, and Dr. 
McDonald, another government expert, has 
boon subjected to investigation relative to his 
management of the insiino asylum near Neiv 
York city, and Officer Patrick Kearney, who 
arrested the assassin that fatal July morn- 
ing, was temporarily displaced from his post 
at the Baltimore and Potomac depot.

with keepers inside, two noisy bands, 
camels, contraband singers, and lastly a 
steam caliope, which was followed by the 
irrepressible small boys. The streets were 
thronged with people on the line of march, 
and after the parade many went to the 
show grounds, off Durfee and Water sts., 
to witness the promised f res exhibition— 
a lady walking the wire to -tlie top of the 
pavilion. There was fa good-sized audi- 
ence present to witness the performance 
this afternoon.. The programme will be 
changed for the exhibition to-night. 


Under Arrest. 


At the May term of the Logan county 


circuit court, Capt D. H, Harts, prohibi- 
tion candidate for congress in this dis- 
trict in 1882, recovered a judgment of 950 
against one Ezekiel Johnson on a con- 
tract to pay- him for obtaining a pension 
for his brother, David Johnson. Last 
week Ezekiel Johnson went to Springfield 
and had Harts indicted for taking a 
greater pension fee than is allowed by 
law. Harts went to Springfield Saturday, 
and was held in his own recognizance to 
appear July 19 for trial. Harts received 
but $10 from the pensioner, and as the 
contract for the remainder was with a 
third party, it is claimed that he is not 
liable under the pension law, and the pro- 
ceedings at Springfield are thought to 
partake of the nature of a persecution 
This is a peculiar case, and will doubtless 
bother a jury when the case comes up for 
investigation. 


Tne Body Found. 


The body of Albert La Flemm, aged 9 


years, who was drowned near the water 
works dam about 4 o'clock 
on the 


evening of July 4th, was found last even- 
ing at 4 o'clock 450 yards below the dam. 
The body was first discovered near the 
centre of the Sangamon by Mr. Gardner 
Bills after about 17 men abreast had 
passed down the stream searching with 
poles and hooks tor the lifeless body. Mr. 
Bills called to the men to come back. 
They did so, and Mr. Thomas Entler took 
the body out of the water. It was not 
discolored or swollen, having been under 
water sines Wednesday. It was placed 
in charge of Coroner Bondure and re- 
moved to the residence of the parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. P. H. La Flemm, on South 
Franklin street. The 'uueral occurred 
this forenoon at 10 o'clock, quite a large 
number of friends being present. 


THE INQUEST. 


An inquest was held lost evening by 


Coroner Bendure. The witnesses of the 
drowning examined were Otto Williams 
and A. A. Bishop, and B. G. Bills who 
first discovered the body. The following 
verdict was returned by the jury:

on oath do find tliat he came to his death 
by accidental drowning in the Sangamou 
river, in the county of Macon and state of 
Illinois, between the hours of three and 
four o'clock, on the fourth day of July,
